ILLINOIS REPUBLICAN STATE CEN- 
TRAL COMMITTER. 

The first meeting of the Republican State 
Central Committee, appointed at the Spring- 
field Convention held Jute N, took place ves- 
terday noon at the Grand Pacific. The full 
Committee was present except W. F. L. Had- 
ley, of Edwardsville. Around the table were 
seated John W. Bunn, Sprincfield; C. B. Far- 
well, Chicago; Richard ett, Carlinville; A. 
C. Babcock, Canton; and Robert Bell, Mt. Car- 
mel, members at large; George T. Williams, 
First District: Herman Benze, Second; E. A. 
Filkins, Third; A. J. Hopkins, Fourth; A. M. 
Jones, Fifth; John T. Browning, Sixth; C. D. 
Trimble, Seventh; C. G. Culver, Eighth; John 
B. Colton, Ninth; H. F. McAllister, Tenth; E. 
J. Pearce, Eleventh; John Gordon, Twelfth; 
M. D. Beecher, Thirteeuth; R. B. McPherson, 
Fourteenth; Henry Von Sellors, Fifteenth; 
John R. Tanner, Sixteenth; W. MeaAdains, 
Eighteenth; Thomas W. Scott, Nineteenth. 

A. C. Babcock, appointed temporary Chair- 
man at Springfield, presided, and Dan Snepard 
acted as scribe. 

The first business in order was 

THE ELECTION OF PERMANENT OFFICERS. 

Mr. Bell, of Wabash, nominatea A. M. Jones, 
of Jo Daviess, and Mr. Beecher, uf Tazewell, 
did the same kind office for his friend John W. 
Bann, of Springfield. 

A ballot was ordered, aud Jones was declared 
the Wititer of the race by a vote of 12 to 11. 

Dan Shepard was unanimously reappointed 
Secretary. 

On motion of Richard Rowett, of Macoupin, 
Chicago was appointed the permanent headquar- 
ters of the Committee and the Grand Paciiic the 
place for holding all meetings. 

A. Filkins, irom the Second District, 
offered a resolution thatthe Executive Com- 
mittee issue an address tothe local Committees, 
ordering them to prevent the pledging in ad- 
vance of anv legislative candidates on the ques- 
tion of United States Senator. 

Alter lively discussion it was laid on the 
table. 

Tae Chair was then instructed to appoint an 
Executive Committee of nine, after which a vote 
of thanks was given to the retiring Chairman 
avd the re-elected Secretary, and an adjourn- 
ment till 2:30 o’clock was ordered. 

| TUB ELECTION OF JONES 
to the Chairmanship of the Committee is gen- 
erally regarded as a Victory for the Logan-Lev- 
eridge combination, and it wasn’t much of a 
victory either. Behind this isa little history 

which bas never been written. When Cullom 
was a candidate for Governor, Jones gave him 
support and influence on condition that he 
should have the second place on the ticket. 
This Jones didn’t. get; it was given to Andrew 
Shumap, and there was much disgust in tie 
vicinity of Galena. After Cullom’s accession 
to tne Gubervatoriai seat it became evident that 
Jones must be placated. aud he was given a Pen- 
itentiary Commissionership. With this Jones 
was apparently satisfied, but his sou! chafed 
because it was not in the line of pro- 
motion. After the present State Central Com- 
mittee was appofnted at the recent Couvention 
at Springticid, much figuriug was indulged in 
by the Senatorial and Gubernatorial aspirants 
to capture the Chairmanship. Farwell favored 
the re-election of Babcock, but when the noses 
came to be counted there weren’t enough to 
carry him through. Cullom, at first, was in- 
clined to favor Jones, but he had not proceeded 
tar when he ran against a snag, anda change in 
the programme was determiued on, It is said 
tnat he wrote Jones asking him not to allow 
his name to go before the Committee as a 
candidate for the Chairmanship. The 
next scheme. since the Chairmanship 
could not be controlled at the Chicago end, was 
to fix it in a friendly camp at Springfield, and 
to that end John W. Bunn was agreed on as a 
sort of compromise between all factions, except 
the Logav-Beveridge clique. The machine, 
however, was siightly too powerful,—a majority 
ot one,—and the Logan-Grant feeling, which 
was the distinguished feature of the Conven- 
tion, carried the day in the election of the 
Chairman of the State Central Committee. 
Logan’s and Beveridge’s countenances ex- 
preseed a benign satisfaction at the result; and 
this, coupled with the defeat of Filkins’ resoly- 
tion, evidently means that no stone will be left 
unturped to shelve Oglesby and send Logan 
back to the Senate. 

The Committee met after recess with open 
doors. The Chair stated that at the present 
time he was unable to appoint the Executive 
Committee, but would do so at his earliest 
convenience. 

Un motion, the Executive Committee was in- 
structed to apvoint a ‘Treasurer. 

The Executive Committee, when appointed, 
was, on motion of Mr. Farwell, authorized to 
meet at once and open tLe campaign. 8 

The Committee then adjournéd till 5 o’clock.

A- SENATOR LOGAN 
was next called upon, and said there was noth- 
ing that he could add that would be of material 
advantage. He bad no ambition which rose 
above the success of the Republican party. 
Believing that the success of the party was the 
success of Republican institutions, he be- 
lieyed that the abmition of every Republican 
should ask for no more than the success of the 
party. He believed that the coming {fall would 
give a Victory, if all joined hand to hand, shoul- 
der to shouider.

The Republicans were in favor 
of such ai issue of curreuey as could be kept at 
par with coin. The’ Democrats stood to-day 
upon the same platform that they had ever 
stood on. To what had the doctrine of the De- 
mocracy led us heretofore? It had led us into 
distress, war, bad blood, and if it again secured 
the ascendency it would again lead us into the 
same gulf. The General gradually dropped into 
the speech which he delivered at the Springfield 
Convention, and in his peroration said that as 
soon as the Methodists elected Episcopai 
Bishops, and vice versa, apd the Catholics 
chose Beecher for Pope, then, and pot 
til! then, would he vote for putting Democrats, 
and Rebel Democrats at that, into office. Those 
were his sentiments, and if bis hearers did not 
want them they needn't take them. He plaved 
a straight, open hand, and he believed that the 
tepublican party would bave been stronger to- 
day if they had stack te the radical principles 
of Republicanism, and given the offices to those 
who faithfully adnere to the dogmas of the 
party. There should be no conciliation but the 
coaciliation of Republicans who were lukewarm 
lu their adherence to the party. 
CANDIDATES. 

Gen. J. C. Smith, candidate for State Treas- 
urer, was -loudly called for. He mounted the 
rostrum aud said he would make an active, vig- 
orous campaign, carrying it into every school 
district in the State, and he felt confident he 
would be elected. 

Gen. Henderson, M. C., from the Sixth Dis- 
trict, subscribed to the remarks of Gens. Ogles- 
by and Logan, and said that if the Democrats in 
the next Congress had coutrol of both Houses 
there was a possibility that they would not rec- 
ognize the President, aud the country would 
again be driven to the verge, if not actually into, 
civil war. In the Sixth District there was a 
feeling on the part of the Republicans in favor 
of an overwhelming victory next November. 
The Greenbackers were very active in organizing 
clubs, and these must be looked after. 

dudge Tipton, member of Congress from 
Bloomington, said that in his district there 
wasn’t the slightest doubt but what the Repub- 
licans would carry the State by a large major- 
ity.

NEW YORK NATIONALS. 

Syracuszs, N. T., July 24.—The State Con- 
vention of the National party reassembled 
this morning.

SELEY VILLE, II., July 244.—The long-looked- 
for battle among the Democratic clans of the 
Fifteenth Congréssional District began early 
yesterday morning. Eden and Bishop arrived 


| here, each bringing a large number of drilled 


personal adherents. The temporary organiza- 
tion was conceded to Eden by selecting F. W. 
Cox, of Lawrence County, but Bishop's friends 
claimed the permanent organization from the 
first. His men, however, were not sufficiently 
disciplined, and Eden captured that also. I 
don’t know bow mln of it is true, 
but all this morning the talk generally 
has been on the ability of Eden and 
Bishop to buy up enough delegates to 
secure the nomination. Io ail my experience in 
political conventions, never before did | hear so 
much of dclegates being merchantable commod- 
ities, and of their framchise being hawked 
about the streets. At noen a leading Democrat 
told me that at that moment Eden was engaged 
in figuring up bow much money he could afford 
to give to secure the nomination and not break 
himself up. The Convention met at 1:30. Cox 
was continued as Chairman, with W. C. 
Lacrone, of Effingham, Ham Sutton, of Clark, 
and Richard Talbott. as Permanent Sec- 
retarics. Ninety-one delegates were pres- 
ent. The Committee on Resolutions re- 
alllrned the Democratic State platform 
amid applause. Ham Sutton then nominated 
Ed Harlan, of Clark. Tom Brewer made a rip- 
roaring speech and them sat down without 
namiug his man, and the Convention roared. 
The ex-Senator then rose, biushed. and stam- 
mered out Hiram B. Decius, of Cumberland. 
Audy Hunter presented Robert N. Bishop, of 
Edgar, in a fine effort. Me presented John R. 
Eden. Tobe first. ballot resulted: Bishop, 32; 
Eden, 27; Decius, 20; Hartan, 12. Bishop con- 
tinued to lead with Msicnificant changes 
until the nineteenth hallot, when Jasper 
left Bishop aud went to Harlan, making 
Bishop and Eden 27 cach, but, on 
on the next, Bishop rallied up to 30. On 
the twentv-cighth Decius took the lead at 31. 
but be and Bishop fell belund, Harlan got 30, 
and Eden 28. With slight changeg, Bishop led 
to the hundred-and-tweatv-thisd when Har- 
lan’s county went to Eden. whith gave him 35, 
his highest vote. On the hundred-and-fifty- 
fourth, Bishop got 40%. Balloting continued 
till the bundred-and-seventy-seventbh, when a 
recess was taken for supper. Heavy work 
wos done during the recess. Men were 
pulled and hauled about worse than in a 
Chicago ward ¢aucus. When the Convention 
met Eden came forward and begged the privilege 
of withdrawing his name. Tander, of Edgar, 
moved three cheers for Eden, but whether the 
cheers (that were very weak) were for Eden 
dead or Eden living, was mot manifest. When 
the roll began, the most intense excitement pre- 
vailed. Delegates stated openly onthe floor 
that the nomination of Degius would be a public 
disgrace. The hundred-and-seventy-eighth bal- 
lot showed Bishop, 25; Deems, 25; Harlan, 41. On 
the hundred-apd-eighty-second, Decius received 
52; Bishop, 28; Harlan, 12. Judge Decius, who 
was ou the ground, of course came forward and 
made a stuttering, stammering speech. And 
yet the old fossil snowed feeiing. He closed by 
saving that it would be improper to make a 
Democratic speech on the occasion. Decius was 
born in Ohio, has been twice Judge of the Cir- 
cuit Court, and a member Of the Legislature in 
1505, bas always been a Democrat, and lives in 
Prairie City.

THE SECOND DISTRICT. 

There appears to be a rather mixed-up condi- 
tion of affairs among both Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats ia the Second District, regarding their 
respective Congressional candidates.

cular can be said, and he has many warm 
rietſds; he is very confident of receiving the 
nomination. The e however, are strongly 
against him, on account of the opposition of 
friends of other candidates. 

Col. George R. Davis is also confident of be- 
ing nominated, and feels quite sure that he 
could be elected if nominated. His friends do 
not set any store by the fact that he was 
a candidate at the last Congressional election 
and was defeated, because they say be ran 
several hundred votes ahead of his ticket, and 
if the Republicans had not been defeated on 
their Presidential Electors, he would not have 
been defeated. 

There is also a sort of an undercurrent. It is 
stated that the influence of the West Side Park 
Board avd several private citizens of the 
Twelith Ward is to be thrown in favor of Col.

The two or three meetings of Twelfth Ward

The friends of Davis think, however, that 
Rawieigh does not want the nomination and 
would turn all his influence for the former: 
that he would prefer some local office to going 
to Congress. Several of the prominent Repub- 
Iicaus of the Eleventh and Twelfth Wards are 
at loggerheads, and if they do uot harmonize 
ere long their hopes of electing a Congressman 
from that district will be slim. 

The Democrats are also taiking over several 
different candidates, among whom are the pres- 
ent incuimbent, Carter H. Harrison, Miles Kehoe, 
and J. C. Richberg.

Way do the Republicans quit the field! To 
this the exact truth of history requires a com- 
plex answer.

‘They have not been harmonious among 
themselves; an element in the party whose 
leaders are mostly in Kent County, and which 
was closely identified with ex- Judge Fisher, of 
Washington has been strongly antagonized by 
what were called tne Reform “ leaders, such 
as 4 ex-United-States-Attorney Higgins of 
Wilmington, Dr. Prettyman, of Milford, 
and others. In tae toird place, they have the dis- 
advantage of being partly unable and partly un- 
willing to enter the leid in the two lower coun- 
ties for the purchase of votes on election-day. 
Ihe practice of vote-buying began thirty or forty 
years ago, and rose to startling proportions by 
180 


Suo. 

But the great reason of all lies in the system 
of assessment and collection of taxes as a quali- 
fication tor voting. This was the reason assigned 
by the Kent County Republicans, at their Con- 
vention several weeks ago, for refusing to make 
any local nominations or joining in the forma 
tion of a State ticket. To explain the features 
of the system in detail, and illustrate all that 
the Republicans complain of, would take 
up u great deal of time and space. 
Briefly, it may be stated that they charge 
the Assessors (who are nearly all Demo- 
erats) and the Collectors of taxes (who 
are Democrats without a single exreption) 
with administering the law unfairly, with syste- 
matically excluding the colored men from being 
qualitied as voters, and, at the same time, with 
quahiying the voters of their own party by 
irreguiar and uuderhand means. The whole 
system is certainly very overous, very difficult to

President Grant proposed that he 
should visit New Orleans to witness 
the action of the Returning Board. At first he

aud to see that nothing improper should occur. 
Previous to going, he no conversation with 
any one but President Grant. Gen. Patterson 
concurred in the suggestion that he ought togo. 
He left Philadelphia on the 15th of November, 
entirely alone, but on the route he found him- 
self in company with Secretary Sherman, and 


on arriving at New Orleans he found a number 
of visiting gentlemen, who were Republican iu 


The witness stated that the Republican vibit- 

ing statesmen found there distinguished gen- 
tlemen—Democrats.

WILL INVESTIGATE. 
Special Dispatch to The Triburie. 

Wasuineton, D. C., July 24.—The Clerk of 
the Committee on Ways and Means has notified 
members of that Committee to assemble in 
New York on the first Monday in September. 
This meeting bas not been authorized by a reso- 
lution of the House, but members of the Com- 
mittee deem a practical knowledge on the part 
of that Committee of some of the methods of 
doing business in the New York Custom-House 
of so much importance that they have decided 
to take upon themselves the responsibility of 
meeting here and making such examination, 
trasting to the House to reimburse all reasona- 
ble expenses from the contingent fund. 
The proposition now is to charter a steamer 
and load it with supposititious packages, 
such as will meet all, cases arising in the ordi- 
nary business of the Custom-House in the mat- 
ter of importation. It is then proposed to 


have all the packages pass under the eye of the 

Committee through the various departments 

of the Custom-Honse, up to a point where they 

would be ready for delivery to the importer. 
SILVER DOLLARS.

TRANSPORTING GALD. 

The question of transporting Government 
gold from California at a reasonable rate is 
daily assuming fresh importance. The Govern- 
ment has now between $6,000,000 and $7,000,000 
of goldin San Francisco, and this amount is 
constantly accumulating, under a practice which 
is becoming very general on the part of mer- 
chants of the Pacific coast, to change their gold 
for silver, and that for silver certificates, and 
using these to pay their indebtedness in Eastern 
cities. This saves nearly all private transborta- 
tion of gold to the East, and throws it all back 
upon the hands of the Government, and makes 
it necessary for it to assume the cost of trans- 
portation to the East whenever it needs this 
gold. It is believed that the methods to be 
adoped by the Post-Office Department for the 
transportation of gold coin will meet all the 
difficulties in this case.

M’KILLOP & SPRAGUE. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, July 24.—Mr. Lester M. Clark, 
manager of the McKillop & Sprague Commer- 
cial Agency, returned from Boston to-day, and 
announced that the Agency is involved in the 
Tappan defalcation to the extent of $57,000. 
For $37,500 of this it holds Mr. Tappan’s 
personal obligations, and for the remainder has 
$20,000 in notes of the Boston Belting and Pack- 
ing Company. He claimed that the Agency is 
financially sound, and said that it will continue 
as usual. This assertion is sustained by the 
opinion of those who are best informed in the 
matter outside. Merchants who have paid 
their subscriptions in advance, or who have 
past-due claims in the hands of the Agency 
for collection, have, on inyesti¢ation, become 
satisfied that everything is all right. The 
$415,000 which Tappan advanced to the concern 
is not a liability, the capital stock having been 
increased three weeks ago from $100,000 to 
$500,000, and he having accepted the surplusage 
in lieu of his claims. This stock is now in 
the hands of his creditors, and their interest lies 
in accepting the situation, as any other course 
would cause a stoppage of the earning power of 
the Agency. which is its only available asset. 
Besides, thousands of subsecriptious hav- 
ing been paid in advance, a stop- 
page would give a oretext for demands 
aggregating probably $500,000 for unsatisfied 
balances, which the stockholders would be re- 
quired to meet. The expenditure of Mr. Tap- 
pan’s $415,000 has doubtiess placed the agency 
ou afirm basis for the transaction of business 
for some time at least, and there must bea 
large aggregate amount due ft in small sums 
from small agencies, and as commissions from 
merchants for collections made. This is the 
view taken of the case by business men gen- 
erally, and even by rival ageucies.

A MODEL STATESMAN, 


He Instructs the Country on Finances—The 
Kind of a Fellow He Is. 

Mr. Peter Herdic, of Williamsport, Pa., issued 
an address to the people of that State recently, 
which filied three columns of a Philadelphia 
newspaper, showing how contraction had ruined 
him, and trying to demonstrate thut an inflation 
of paper currency to the volume of $2,000,000, - 
000 would restore prosperity, etc., etc. This 
moved the Philadelphia Record to sketch briefly 
the history of Mr. Peter Herdic, which indicates 
that the model statesman is mistaken as to the 
cause of his ruin. This might be read with 
profit by some Illinois statesmen: 


One of the coolest performances of the hot 
term is the issuance of an address to the people 
of Pennsylvania from Mr. Peter Herdic, of 
Williamsport, u the causes of the financial 
depression in this country and the remedy for 
it. Mr. Herdic is a gentleman who has enjoyed 
remarkable opportunit.cs of making money, 
but has not been able to keep the money he 
made. Many of the opportunities were of a 
more than dubious sort. They were made to 
nis order in the shave of acts of the Legislature. 
The boom monopoly and other legislative crea- 
tions of doubtful utility filled Mr. Herdic’s 
pockets while they depleted the pockets of 
other men who were equally entitled to legis- 
lative fayors, but were not so brazen in asking 
for them. The speculative era of the War 
gave to an admiring country many 
Herdics, who, in their turn, under- 
took great entervrises on a capital of 
brass, for want of a better basis. The Herdic 
who now assumes to instruct the people of 
Pennsylvania, has been ine of the must pes- 
tiferous ot bis class. His reputation as a lob- 
byist at Harrisburg is not inferior to the worst 
among the men who esteem it no dGisrrace to 
buy and sell legislation. For many years the 
jumbermen of the West Branch Valley, owing 
to this malign influence and activity, have been 
crippled in their business by an outrageous 
boom-tax, for the reduction of which they vainly 
struggled. The City of Williamsport, inroush 
tis bad management and corrupt influence in 
the Legislature, is loaded down with a debt for 
which it has not received value equal to 25 per 
centum of the gross amount. The examination 
of Mr. Herdic’s affaira, consequent on this dis- 
astrous failure, shows an amount of confusion 
and recklessness that is inconsistent with busi- 
ness ability, or even with — prudence and 
forecast. The flush times of paper-money 
expansion allowed many rude adventur- 
ers to swim along oo the great 
tide of credit who were unable to 
run a corner grocery upon a legitimate basis. 
Mr. Herdic was a banker and a manufacturer of 
many things. from hemlock lumber to rubber 
overshoes. He built street railroads and hotels, 
and projected watering-places. He did not do 
these things with his own money, as the result 
shows, but with the money and property of otb- 
ers. e was a famous buyer of lands and 
hereditaments, and a famously slow payer. The 
margin between his purchases and his payments 
aud the fine revenue derived from his legislative 
franchises constituted bis capital. His debts 
were always certain and substantial: his prop- 
erties extended, mixed, doubtful, yet imposing. 
His success, to those who knew the man and 
what ground he had to stand upon, was, indeed, 
something remarkable. Doubtless the misera- 
ble toadvism of the public press assisted bim 
somewhat in his business career, which 
‘resembled nothing so much as (piling 
one eggshell atop of another until the 
whole tumbled in ruin. His new venture 
in the role of a statesman is heraided by the 
Philadelphia Times in laudatory phrase, although 
the Time Knows that, whatever may be his 
opinions, Mr. Herdic is incompetent to put them 
in shape fur the press. Although the ercument 
for a return to a system of paper- money expan- 
sion is a rehash of the worn-out platitudes of 
the Greenbackers; although its so-called facts 
are shown to be the merest fancies, and its rea- 
souing a delusion, yet. such as it is, Mr. Herdic 
never wrote it. It is doubtful if be understands 
it, or cares to understand it. With a quick eve 
for the weak points in human nature, he per- 
ceives that the cry for more greenbacks is a 
popular one iu this time of distress, and that it 
serves him the double turn oi cxcusing his busi- 
ness embarrassment aud enabling him to make 
a political martgrof himself. It is said he wants 
to go to Congress. If he can egain entrap the 
people of Lycoming County into trusting him, 
they will ricaly deserve all the load of misfor- 
tune he has put upon their shoulders.”

Wasuineton, D. C., July 20.—The head and 
front of the Potter investigation is the firm of 
Conkling, Tilden & Butler. Conkling and Til- 
den operate under cover, while Butler bu!idozes 
around in the open licht of day, but as trans- 
parent a fraud as any he is trying to un- 
earth.“ 

It now appears that if Stanley Matthews had 
replied to Howe’s attack on the Administra 
tion, as it was supposed he would, this inyesti- 
gation, in its present shape, would not have 
been undertaken. Conkling had all the letters 
and documents that the Potter Committee 
have brought to light, including the Matthews- 
Anderson correspondence. He was to use them 
to crush Matthews and the Admibpistration. He 
nad the greatest effort of his He“ ail prepared, 
but lacked an opportunity to fire ft off from the 
simple fact that Matthews did not reply to 
Howe, as it was supposed he would. The plan 
was for Howe to lead off, and put his speech in 
such shape that Matthews, as the guide, 
philosopher, and friend of the Administration, 
would be constrained to reply. This was to be 
the cue for Conkling, who was to make the 
great effort of his life, read the fascinating cor- 
respondence that has since come out, and thus 
demolish Matthews and Hayes. But Matthews 
did vot fall inte the trap, nobody replied to 
Howe, and Conkling, therefore, did not have 
the “great opportunity“ he expected. He was 
urged, however,to go ahead and make bis 
mighty speech anyway, but he declined to 
„crush Matthews“ unless that individual would 
place himself in position for the crushing pro- 
cess by rising in reply to Howe and in defense 
of Hayes. 

You can readily see that had Conkling been 
given the opportunity be expected, his speech, 
fortified with all the documents, meluding the 
Maithews-Anderson correspondence, would have 
made a great sensation, and the New York 
Senator would have been the hero of the hour. 
The documents, oming out in this way, and 
commented upon in his usual. blistering style, 
would have had more effect than when sprung 
in the Potter Committee. 

When Conkling was getting up the docu- 
ments, and incorporating them in the greatest 
effort of bis life (never delivered) he heard of 
the Boulds-Baker dispatch. He sent for Baker 
and asked him about it. Baker said that there 
was no signification whatever in the dispatch, 
that he wrote it himself upon his own responsi- 
bility, and that it was not worth while for 
Conkling to try to make anything out of it. 
“There is where you are misaken,” replied 
Conkling, in his usual pompous style; that 
dispatch is an important link im the chain of 
evidence which I have—evidence that there was 
bargain and sale going on between Hayes and 
the Southern men.“ 

Baker says that this made him very angry. 
Had we been in Texas,“ says he, I should 
have knocked Conkling down, and I felt a 
strong impulse to do so anyway, for I thought 
he deserved the Texas treatment, but I knew it 
would make a bell of a row in Washington, 80 
1 didn’t do it.“ But Conkling from that hour 
got no more information out of Baker. Of 
all sad words of tongue or pen,” ete., Conk- 
ling’s failure to read the Anderson correspond- 
ence and other lively documeuts in open Seuate, 
was because Matthews did not fall into the trap 
that bad been set for him and reply to 
Howe, Therefore, at some future time, and 
probably upon some other topic, Conkling will 
make the great effort of bis life. Meantime the 
world must wait with patience—great bodies 
move slowly. 


THE INDIAN QUESTION. 
To the Editor of Tae Tribune. 

Cnc, July .—I have been very much 
interested in the exposure of the Indian 
Ring by Tun Tristne. In all the corruptions, 
jobs, and political johbery that you have shown 
up and condemned, nothing is more corrupt and 
foul than this same Ripg. Millions have gone 
into their pockets, and millions will yet go in 
before the matter is settled. Bishop Whipple 
is certainly blind ia the course he bas taken, 
and, like many other, honest but simple church - 
men. unacquainted with the ways of the wicked 
world, thinks the Indien Agent a pure, Chris- 
tian gentleman. 

The authorities at the seat of Government 
know that there must be something wrong, else 
how could ye jolly Agent on a salary of $1,500 
per annum lay up cpough for a brown stoue 
front in four years, say nothing of the money 
spent for champagne, etc. A large amount of 
the stealing is not from the Indians, but from 
the Government. The way it is done is by over- 
estimating the Indians, or rather by putting in 
requisitions for clothing, rations, etc., for 1,000 
Indians when perhaps there are only 500 or less. 
I know that the pumber of Indians is largely 
overestimated. This {4 also true in the field, 
and from the way they scatter and deploy, and 
the noise and confusion of a small vand, the 
most cxperienced overestimate them. I know 
acase of one Indian Agent who distributed a 
few beads in lieu of blankets, and I heard after- 
wards disposed of his blankets at a large profit. 
By turning the management of the Indians 
over to the War Department much of the waste 
might be avoided. But a better plan, and the 
most economical for the Government, would be 
to use the retired army officers for this purpose. 
It is singular to me that Congress did not do 
this. There are at least 250 men capable of fill- 
ing the places of these Agents,—men who have 
come in coutact with the Indians; most of them 
have spent years on the frontier, aud many of 
them retired from wounds received in “ wars 
with the Indian.“ The Indian would have con- 
fidence in these men. and they, still holding 
a commission in the United States Army, would 
feel that any action but the most honorable 
would reflect upon the army at large, as well as 
upon themselves. At the same time, the In- 
ans would have the utmost confidence in 
them, and in their management, and the 
red men would receive the supplies donated 
by the Government, every quart and every 
ounce. PITMAN.

Correspondence New York Graphic 
Lowpon, July 8.—It has become known that 
before Earl Beaconsfigid left London for Berlin,

There is reason to believe that in the busy 
brain of the Premier there l revolving a scheme 
for the accomplishment of no less a purpose 
than the reunion ol Christianity, and the in- 
stallation at Jerusalem of the Pope as its head 


and ruler. 

But Earl Beaconsfield was born a Jew. 

Yes; and so was St. Peter, St. Paul, and all 
the Aposties. For that matter. so was Jesus 
Christ and His blessed mother. 

Jerusalem,—the cradle of the Church,—if it 
become its throne and “chief city, would none 
the less become also a secure home and abiding 
place for such of the Jews.as might choose to 
dwell there. And, as Disraeli is a Christian, he 
may believe that the spectacle of a united 
Christendom, numbering 315,000, 000 of adher- 
ents, with its earthly head enthroned in the 
Holy City, night have a most powerful effect 
upon the minds of devout Jews, leading them 
to a revision of their idyas concerning the com- 
ing of the Messiah, and inducine them to ac- 
cept Jesus of Nazareth ‘as the Son of David, 
who is to restore the Kingdom of Israel. 

In the days of the darkest and most cruel 
persecution of the Jewa, they often found io 
the Popes of Rome their most powerful pro- 
tectors. When Kings tortured, plundered, ana 
exiled them, they dwelt in peace at Rome. The 
days of persecution forthe vews have ended, 
save in Roumania and Russia; they must soon 
end there: but with tbe Pope in Jerusalem, 
placed there by the act of the Great Powers, 
and guaranteed in his sovereignty by their au- 
thority, there would be no question as to the 
security and the equality which the Jews dwell- 
ing there would enjoy, » | 

DIFFERENCES rom RECONCILED. 

So much for the Jews, But how about the 
Christians? What is the powerful solvent which 
is to melt away the prejadices or the principles 
which separate the Ronan, the Greek, and the 
Anglican Churches? What is the flux which is 
to weld them together in one great, bharmoni- 
ous, and beautiful body? 

What are these differences! 

The Greek Church is separated from the See 
of Rome by nothing more than jour points of 
dogma, and a number of matters of discipline. 
The former are the Vogue in the Nicene Creed; 
the dogma of the Immaculate Conception of 
the Blessed Virgin as Getiuéd by Pio Nono; the 
doctrine of the official infallibility of the Pope, 
as defined by the Vatican Council, and 
the general assumption of the suprema- 
ey and primacy of the, Roman Pontiff as 
the first Bishop of Christendom. The final sep- 
aration of the Greek frém the Roman Church 
took place in 1453, altnough before that time 
the Greck Church had been repeatedly excom- 
municated, and as frequently readmittea to 
commupion. During the 425 years that have 
since passed, the Papal See has never ceased to 
make attempts to wit Back the Greeks; in 1548 
Pio Nino formally invited the entire Eastern 
Church to return to a Gorporate union with 

tome, but his prqpositign was rejected, and 
again in 1869 his invitations tothe Greek Bish- 
ops to attend the (Keyntenical Council were de- 
clined. Many of the Hussian nobles and fami- 
lies of distinction have, however. returned to 
the Roman communion; and it is Earl Beacons- 
field’s opinion that, ff suflicient inducements 
can be held out to the Patriarchs and Bishops, 
they will no longer refus@assent to the reunion. 
His scheme provides these inducements. 

HOW THE CREEPS CONCUR. 

The doctrinal ditliculties,in his opinion, can 
be overcome witbout much difficulty. At the 
Council of Lvons, in 127%, the head of the Greek 
Church submittedto the N iogue, and what was 
true dogma then caungt be heresy now. The 
Hilioque really involves Only a metaphysical 
refinement of dogma. In the Nicene Creed 
there are the words, “And in the Holy Ghost, 
who proceedeth from tue Father and the Son,“ 
—Filioque,—while in the Greek version of the 
ereed Is. who proceedeth from the father.“ 
Subtlo theologians draw from the omission 
of these words conclusions inimical to the 
Roman and Anglican doctrine of the Trinity; 
but at the last conference of the Old Cat ho- 
lies“ and Anglicans at Bonn, at which some 
ot the Greek prelates attended, a formula was 
devised which it was thought would enable the 
Greek Bishops to accept the Filiogue. As to the 
dogma of the Immaculate Conception, the 
Greeks to a very great extent already bold it, 
and object only to the authority that defined it. 
Tue Greeks, in fact, have always cherished the 
highest veneration for the Biessed Virgin, and 
have gone furtber in what Protestants term 
Mariolatry than the Catholics. The dogma of 
the official infashbility. of the Pope, when 
properly explained by such scholars as Father 
Newman, for instanee,, presents no difficulty 
which need cause-a Greek theologian to reject it; 
and as to Papal supremacy and primacy, if the 
Church were once reunited, it would, of 
course, have but ene head, and the 
supremacy and primacy of that head 
would follow as a matter of course. Be- 
sides,—as Earl Beaconsfield is said to have 
acutely remarked in his conversation with the 
Greek priest,—the Greek Church holds to the 
infallibility of Gcumenical Counciis; it recog- 
nizes the tirst seven as Gicumenical, but denies 
that the subsequent onés were. „Now,“ said 
the Premier, the Couneft of the Vatican is not 
ended; it has been only adjourned; if called 
together again, and attended by the Bishops of 
the Greek Church and of the Anglican Church, 
it would certainly be (Ecumenical, and you not 
only could have no objections to recognizing its 
decisions, but would be bound to accept them, 
It would of course confirm all that Rome bad 
detined,—for the Roma Bishops would be 
greatly in the majority; but according to your 
own principles its ydice,.would be that of the 
Holy Ghost, and you would be bound by it.” 

POINTS OF DISCIPLINE. 

As to the points of distipline, they could be 
easily adjusted. The Greek Church holds in 
common with the Catholie the doctrines of the 
seven sacraments; of the mass; of the venera- 
tion of the saints, images, and relics; of the 
merit. of fasting: of the hierarchical orders, and 
monasticism. Its differences in practice are 
that it baptizes sometimes by immersion, some- 
times by pouring; i gives confirmation aud 
communion to chudren immediately after bap- 
tism: it forbids images in relief, but uses those 
in paintings and engravings; and it ordains 
married men as priests, but does not permit a 
priest who is single to become married, nor al- 
low a married priest to become a Bishop, Arch- 
bishop, Metropolltan, or Fatriarch. 

Now. in Earl Beaconsfiel’s opinion, all these 
matters of discipline could easily be reconciled 
and conformed gradualh to the Roman rule. 
Thé inducement which he pwroposes shail be 
held out to the Greek ,prelates is, that the 
patriarchs of Alexandria, Antioch, Constanti- 
nople, and Jerusalem, the tbree metropolitans 
of Russia, the senior Bishop of Cyprus, the 
two Hungarian metropolitans, the Archbishop 
of Czernowitz, the Archbishop of Sinai, the 
metropolitan of Montenegro, the metropolitan 
of Attica, and the five trelates who constitute 
the Hellenic Synod of Athens shali be made 
Cardinals of the Roman Catholic Church, while 
all the Bishops of the entire Greek Church shall 
be recognized as Roman Bishops aod en- 
titled to sit in C2cumenical Councils aud to be 
made Cardinals to fill vacancies in the Sacred 
College. These nineteen Greek Cardinals would 
swell the College to eighty-nine, if all the ex- 
isting vacancies are filled; but there are still 
some other additions to be made from the An- 
glican Church. The whole number of Patri- 
archs, Archbisbops, and Bishops belonging to 
the Greek Church throughout the world is 283 
and the number of the laity is about 75,000,000, 

But in Earl Beacontiejd’s scheme not only 
are these nineteen Greek Patriarens and metro- 
politans to be made Cardinals, but there is to 
be an understanding to the effect that after the 
death of the present Pope his successor shall 
be chosen trom the Greek hierarch, his successor 
from the Anglican hierarchy, aud his from a 
selection from the Roman prelates, and so oa 
im secu/a secwloram.

Cardinals the Patriat chs and the Archimandriates 
of the Greek Church. There might even be an 


understanding to the cffect that the next Pope 
should be one of these prelates. At this point. 


Cardinal Manning remarked that the choice of 
a Pope depended upon the will of the Holy 
Ghost, and that men could not bargain for it. 
Ear! Beaconsfield then went on to say that the 
reunion of the Greek and Latin Churches would 
inevitably be followed by the coming over to the 
mother church of the greater part of the An- 
gl. eau Church, and very probably of all tnat 
was left of the Orthodox Lutheran Church. 
He pointed out thatthe church, thus again 
united, would number not less than 315,000,000 
of souls, and that her action against the rising 
tide of infidelity would be irresistible.

WILL THE VATICAN ASSENT? 

„Cardinal Manuing is said to have been most 
reticent and cautious in his replies, but to have 
promised to take steps to acquaint the Vatican 
without delay of the Premier’s observations. 
The Duke of Norfolk was more enthusiastic, 
and declared himself warmly in favor of the 
scheme. The next day a messenger from the 
Cardinal set out for Rome; aud it is now more 
than four weeks since the Pope has been made 
aware of what is proposed. There have been 
numerous consultations, and messengers have 
traveled between Rome, London, and Berlin. 
The matter was thought to be too delicate to 
intrust to the telegraph, even in cypher. At 
the Quirinal, where the matter has been con- 
tided to the King and his Cabinet, there is a 
conflict of opinion. At Vienna, the Emperor 
and the Empress are said to favor the plan, but 
Count Andrassy is inclined to treat it coldlv. 
As respecte the Czar, it is said that he would 
give to the scheme nis warm support on condi- 
tion that there should be an agreement that the 
next Pope should be chosen from the Greek 
Cardinals. The difficulties that would arise 
with relation to the rights of the different 
nationalities and faiths at Jerusalem have 
been discussed, but methods of overcoming 
them have been devised. Oue portion of the 
scheme involves a joint guarantee of ail the 
Powers for the independence and autonomy of 
the Papal See at Jerusalem; but this is au al- 
ternative to the suggestion that the Protector- 
ate should be given to France alove, with the 
understanding that the other Powers should 
sustain ber in it if necessar¥. Thelast informa- 
tion concerning this matter is. that Cardinal 
Manning, the Pope, and King Humbert each is 
disinclined to favor it, the King’s objections be- 
ing that ine departure of the Pope from Rome 
would rob the Kternal City of its great glory as 
the Capital of the Christian world. As respects 
the rights of the Jews if Palestine under this 
proposed arrangement, Eurt Beaconsfield is said 
to have remarked that the Jews, as a body, did 
not wish to return to the Moly Land, and that, 
under the Papacy, those of them that dwelt 
there now, ot who went there in the future, 
would suffer no disability or wrong.“

At yesterday's meeting of the Illinois Re- 
publican State Central Committee a resolu- 
tion was introduced by a Chicago member to 


| instruct the local Committees throughout 


the State to and as far as possi- 
ble prevent the pledging of candidates for 
the Legislature to the support of any par- 
ticular aspirant for the United States Senate. 
The theory on which the resolution was sup- 
ported and on which it should have been 
adopted is, that the Republican party is 
stronger than any one man, and that it 
is of far more importance that the Senator 
to be elected by the next Legislature 
should be a Republican than that 
he should be any particular Republican. It 
is to be regretted that the resolution was 
defeated in the Central Committee, and that 
the instruction to the County and District 
Committees was not given. There is always 
the danger that candidates willing to 
pledge themselves wili not prove at the 
polls to be the strongest that could have 
been nominated, and that votes which would 
have been given to an unpledged candidate 
may be withheld from one whose chief qual- 
ification as a legislator consists in his unalter- 
able determination to stick to his pledge on 
the Senatorial question. 

The Democrats of the Eighteenth (Cairo) 
District have thrown Haram overboard, 
and nominated Jon Atuzn. Harrzzu. is 
serving his first term. The cause of his 
defeat is said to be the resoiution he intro- 
duced last session into the House against the 
payment of Rebel claims. This exasperated 
the old Secesh element in that district, who 
determined to cut his throat, and nominate 
a man who will not commit an indiscretion 
or blunder of that sort. The Democrats of 
the Eighteenth District were the worst sort of 
Copperheads during the War, and have never 
been reconstructed.

DESIGNS ON MEXICO. 
Persistent discussion in certain newspapers 
that are conducted directly or indirectly in 
the interest of the South warrants the appre- 
hension that an accession of that section to 
the undisputed control of Congress and the 
National Administration will be followed by 
a determined effort to fasten the Mexican 
States upon the American Union. It is 
pretty certain that auch a movement would 
be received with favor in the Southwest, 
where the Confederates have so sure a foot- 
ing, and it is not unlikely that the Dough, 
faces of the North would fall into line in 
obedience to a mandate from the Southern 
leaders. In this event, Mexican annexation 
would be treated entirely as a party measure, 
without the slightest regard to the interests 
or welfare of the American people at large. 
The movement would be based upon the 
theory that the illiterate Mexicans, as a part 
of the American Union, would naturally 
affiliate with the Democratic party. As a 
distinctively Southern party; as a | 
party including and controlling most 
of the ignorant people of the 
country; as a party ready to organize forci- 
ble resistance to the National Government in 
case Of defeat; as a party supposed to have 
the support of the Ultramontanes ; as a par- 
ty that notoriously resorts to bulldozing and 
frauds to carry elections; as essentially a 
spoils party, without higher aim or purpose 
than to gain possession of office and plunder 
by fair means or foul,—the Democrats feel 
certain that they would have and would be 
able to retain the political sympathy and 
affiliation of the Mexican Greasers. The 


| Democratic purpose of annexing Mexico 


would not be satisfied, therefore, by holding 
the annexed territory as a colony, if that 
were possible, nor even with governing it 
under Territorial forms, as New Mexico or 
Arizona is now governed. Annexation, under 
Democratic auspices, would contemplate 
an immediate admission of the Mexican 
States into the American Union as a 
means for providing some forty or fifty 
Democratic Senators and some seventy or 
eighty Democratic members of the House, 
whereby the continued Democratic-Confed- 
erate control of the National Government 
could be ass an indefinite period. 

As it is only through Democratic-Confed. 
erate agency, and for the purpose of aiding 
the ambition of that party, that Mexican an- 
nexation could be brought about, it is folly 
to discuss what might or might not be done 
by erecting a Colonial or Territorial Govern- 
ment over Mexico, maintaining a standing 
army, and governing it in much the same 
manner that the English Government now 
rules India, or would rule Mexico if it were 
a British possession. Two things are very 
certain, viz.: Mexico would need to be 
whipped into the American Union, as annex- 
ation is bitterly distasteful to all parties, in 
Mexico; and, after being whipped in, the 
hostile, alien, heterogeneous, iguorant, su- 
perstitious, mongrel population would at once 
be given full citizenship and equal repre- 
sentation and voice in the control of the 
American Government. Could any sup- 
posable condition of things be more con: 
tradictory in itself, or more opposed to the 
experience and progress of civilization? It 
would be very much like the enforced mar- 
riage of a white man to a squaw, in a neigh- 
borhood ongrels, mulattoes, half-breeds, 
and G under the condition that the. 
squaw should have an equal voice in the 
management of his business affairs. The en- 
forced union of the American States with ths 
Mexican States under the only condi- 
tions possible would be an unnatural- und 
irreconcilable alliance. It would be in vio- 
lation of all the lessohe of Bistory. Race, 
language, literatate, aud tivilization may be 
affinity; and not one of these would be sup- 
plied in Mexican annexation to this country. 
In race, the Mexican mongrel population is 


more despised by the American people than 


- 


| 


with the single exception of a common fig- 
ure-head in the person of the Emperor. The 
Slavs and Greeks have never fused with the 
Turks after four centuries of political union, 
but hate each other worse and worse the 
longer they are yoked together. The Poles 
are not reconciled to the Russians 
after 100 years’ union with them. En- 
gland, with a stronger Government than 
ours, and an essentially different Govern- 
ment, has had a perpetual struggle with Ire- 
land, though origin, and language, and lit- 
erature were largely in common. The un- 
dertaking to unite two races so wholly unlike 
and unassimilative as the Americans and 
Mexicans in one representative form of gov- 
ernment would be to rush headlong into an 
indefinite era of dissension, quarrel, and rev- 
olution. 

With ten millions of Mexican mongrels to 
begin with, inhabiting their 700,000 square 
miles of contiguous territory, and repre- 


| gented in the American Congress in numbers 


large enough always to constitute a balance 
of power, there would be a demand for the 
recognition of the Spanish as well as the 
English language in all national debates, 
documents, and publications; there would 
be a need for a strong standing army to be 
used for election purposes, as the beaten 
party in Mexico would always be in revolt; 
there would be a demand for further sec- 
tional laws, grants, and subsidies; in one 
word, there would be eternal cross purposes 
and manifold and constant provocations for 
dissension and monaces to the stability of 
the Government. 

It is impossible, then, to regard Mexican 
annexation in any other light than that of a 
partisan Democratie movement that seeks 
to secure the admission of some twenty-five 
semi-barbarous States into the American 
Union, with a solid population of 10,000, 
000 of Greasera, more unfit for self-govern- 
ment than any existing and distributed ele- 
ment now in this country, simply te main- 
tain the Democratic partisan majority in 
Congress and control of the offices. The 
scheme invites nothing but opposition from 
intelligent and fair-minded people. The 
only phase of the Mexican question worthy 
of encouragement is the improvement of 
commercial relations between the two coun- 
tries. It would be profitable in the end for 
American capitalista to push forward the 
construction of a railroad through Texas to 
the City of Mexico, and for the American 
Government to agres to and bring about as 
much reciprocity in trade as is consistent 
with our treaties and trade relations with 
other nations. A commercial scheme of this 
nature would achieve all the commercial ad- 
vantages, without risking any of tho political 
dangers incident to an admission of the 
Mexican States into the American Union 
after conquering the submission of the Mex- 
ican people. 


MACAULAY ON UNIVERSAL SUFFRAGE 

Nearly a quarter of a century ago, Mr. S. 
8. Raxpatu, the well-known biographer of 
Tomas JEFFERSON, sent a copy of his work 
to Macavtay, In acknowledging the receipt 
of the work, Macavtay remarked that he 
had no admiration for the principles advo- 
cated by Jerrenson. In a subsequent letter, 
Mr. RANDALL desired to know his reasons, 
and Macaviay sent them. In the course of 
his reply, he declared his conviction that it 
was impossible to establish a permanent form 
of government upon the votes of the whole 
populace counted by the head, and that the 
fatal vice of Jerrzrson’s policy was the as- 
sumption of political equality of all classes, 
the wise and the ignorant, the virtuous and 
vicious. He said: 

Ido not believe that it is possible to establish in- 
stitutions tnat will be permanent, based upon the 
votes of people counted by the head. That pro- 
ceeds apon the supposition thatthe rich and the 


poor, the wise and the ignorant, the virtuous and 
Melee are all counted as equal and endewed 


with equal poiitical power. That is the fatal vice 
of\the institutions that Jerrerson founded. Now 
your country cen prosper so long ra have great 
spaces of unoccupied land-—-a great West—for your 
surpli®fpopulation, but the time will come in your 
history wien New England will be as thickly pop- 
ulated are Old England; when there will be no more 
fertile. unoccupied lands for your expanding pop- 
uiation. Then will come the real strain and 
test of pour institutions. There will be 
periods of scarcity and distress. Thou- 
sands of laborers will be out of work. and 
men will begin to say there is no justice in al- 
lowing one man to have a million wile another 
has nota meal; no justice in letting one man ride 
in his carriage and dine sumptuously while another 
hears his children cry for bread. And when that 
hour comes your Government will be bronght to its 
final and fatal test. Then a discontented, hope- 
less, starving majority will elect the Governors of 
your States, the members of your Legisiatures, 
and your President; and then, I fear, if not in this 
century, certainly in the next, your country will 
be as fearfully ravaged as wasthe Roman Empire 
by the Huus aud the Vandals of the fifth century; 
only with this difference: your Huns and Vandals 
will have been engendered by your own inatitu- 
tions. Your Constitution is all sail and no anchor. 
There is nothing tostay you. I wish you might 
have a better fate, but my wishes and my reason 
are at war. 


While we have no fears that the country 
will ever come to that extremity of failure 
apprehended by Macau ay, there is no doubt 
that we have reached certain social, moral, 
and political conditions that would induce a 
stranger to the real inherent nature and 
strength of our institutions to suppose the 
Government was on the very edge of doom. 
The widespread and disastrous panics of the 
last few years have brought about the period 
of scarcity and distress foreseen by Macav- 
LAY, and out of this period of discontent 
Communism has sprang up and become a 
dangerous political element. It has already 
sought upon one occasion to carry out its 
principles by incendiarism, murder, and 
mob rule, and, although crushed out 
by the indignant sentiment of law-abiding 
people, it may attempt it again. It finds a 
strong auxiliary and hearty sympathizer in 
the National-Labor-Greenback party, hedded 
by such unscrupulous demagognes as Sam 
Cary and Brick Pomzroy, Dax Voonr- 
Hees and Ben Burien. The principles of 
the one lead to the same wretched and dis- 
astrous outcome as those of the other. The 
destruction of property rights is the end 
aimed at by both. A portion of the Western 


| Democrats sympathize with them, and some 


Republicans have become infected with their 
pernicious doctrines. Though traveling dit. 
ferent routes, and operating by different 
methods, they will bring about precisely the 
same results if their policies are ever Allowed 
to bear their bitter fruit. An analysis of 
their platforms will show that they are de- 
termined to interfere with the right of 
making agreements ; to dictate both sides of 


@ contract; to declare how much ap 
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lowers into all kinds of inconsistencies, and 
are filling their heads full of monstrous and 
impossible ideas based upon ignorance and 
folly. We have neatly reached the condition 
which was pointed out by Macautar, and 
we are also passing through the evils of 
universal suffrage, consequent upon the rapid 
growth of vice and ignorance. Already our 
large cities are plague spots of corruption, 
where politicians seek office for plunder, 
and the lowest elements of society violate 
the sanctity of the ballot-box with impunity. 
Government of numbers is good government 
when numbers are enlightened, honest, and 
law-abiding, but it is a curse when numbers 
are scoundrels, thieves, bummers, and ballot- 
box stuffers, led by unscrupulous and au- 
dacious demagogues, and rings of tax-eating 
thieves can prey upon the taxpayers and 
deplete public treasuriés without a fear of 
Penitentiaries. If these men are allowed to 
carry out their infamous doctrines without 
check, if there is not enough of honesty, 
virtue, and intelligence in the country to 
crush out these rascals, we must meet with 
the fate predicted by Macavtay, and submit 
to the destruction of the Government. But 
we do not déspair of the Republic. We still 
have faith that, with the blessings of educa- 
tion and religion, and with the untiring vig- 
ilance of the honest gnd intelligent members 
of society, the tide which now rushes 
so swiftly towards destruction will be stayed. 
It may require a desperate resistance, and 
the country may be précipitated into a con- 
fusion and disorder bordering upon anarchy. 
The ignorant proletariat, led by these un- 
scrupulous wretches, may commence its de- 
structive work; the Government may find 
its very foundations trembling ; but the mis- 
guided mob will meet its opponents arrayed 
against it as solidly as d wall of adamant. 
They will sooner or later discover that, in 
destroying currency, and contracts, and con- 
fidence, and establishing chaos, they have 
destroyed the demand for labor itself. Then 
they will turn and rend the demagogue lead 
ers who have. brought this distress upon 
them, and, returning to their senses, will 
help to reconstruct the fabric of capital and 
labor and bring about prosperity again. We 
may have to pass thrqugh very deep and 
troubled waters, but we shall arrive safely 
upon the other shore and stand upon firm 
land again. The ultimate destruction which 
Macau apprehended will not take place. 


THE PRE-EMPTION OF, RAILROAD LANDS. 
The circumstances Secretary Schunz had 
to consider whén application was made to 
him to open the Kansas Pacific lands for 
pre-emption were about as follows: One of 
the conditions attached to the land-grant 
was that All lands granted by the section, 
which shall not be sold or disposed of by the 
Company three years. after the entire road 
shall have been completed, shall be subject 
to settlement and pre-emption like other 
lands at a price not exceeding $1.25 per 
acre, to be paid to such Company.” More 
than four years had elapsed since the com- 
pletion of the road and its acceptance by 
the President, at the time the appli- 
cation for pre-emption was filed. The Rail- 
road Company not only refused to 
recognize this application, but denied 
the validity of the condition on which it was 
. Since the road was opened, the lands 
e been held at thé comparatively high 
of $5, $10, $15, or $20 per acre. The 
choicest of them have virtually been witb- 
drawn from the market and reserved by the 
asking of a price too high for present pur- 
chasers to pay. It cannot be maintained 
that the Company did’ not understand the 
conditions of the grant, and that the strict 
construction of the law will injure the Com- 
pany through its ignorant preparation for a 
different result. The Land Commissioner of 
the Railroad Company, in a circular dated 
May 12, 1873, said: The road was accepted 
by the Government as completed about 
six months ago. In three years from that 
time the road will be Subject, we suppose, 
to the Pre-emption law, but we hope and 
expect to have all our Iands sold before that 
time arrives.” In view of these circum- 
stances, we do not see how Secretary Scuvunz 
could have arrived at any other decision 
than the one he did arrive at, namely, that 
these lands, and others like them, have re- 
verted to the general domain for sale and 
disposal under the Pre-emption law; that 
the moneys received from the sale of them 
must be kept separate and turned over to 
the railroad companies; and that the Land- 
Office has complete jurisdiction of the sale 
and disposal of the same. No judicial de- 
cision is required to give effect to the act of 
Congress on this subject. 

The limitation of the grants without re- 
striction of price to three years attaches to 
some, but not all, of the land-grant railroads. 
It includes all the Pacific Railroads, with the 
exception of the Northern Pacific, which se- 
cured in the last session of Congress an ex- 
tension of its charter, and also of its land. 
grant. The effect of this decision will be to 
throw some millions of acres of new and fer- 
tile lands open to settlers at the Governinent 
price. This will be for the good both of the 
country at large and of the railroad com- 
panies. For thegood of the country at large, 
because it will lower the price of land gen- 
erally, encourage the people to engage more 
largely than they have, done in agriculture, 
and help to draw away the surplus population 
of the cities and manufacturing towns. The 
reduction in price will not be merely 
in those lands immediately affected by the 
decision, but as well in ‘all others similarly 
situated, and of the same fertility and near- 
ness to market. If thé people can be in- 
duced to go more largely into that depart- 
ment of industry in which, it has been 
shown, the United States are able most suc- 
cessfully to compete with foreign nations, 
our financial difficulties will disappear sooner 
and stay away longer. . . 

The opening of these lands will in the 
long run benefit the railroad companies. It 
is amazing that they should think otherwise, 
or that they should attempt to make a few 
million dollars in the sale of lands justead 
of devoting all their energies to building up 
the traffic of their roads. Their profits will 
be far larger if they sell these lands now to 
actual settlers at alow price, than if they 
keep them for several years and sell them at 
a much higher price, They can make 
more in carrying supplies and products 
for farmers than in selling lands to 
them; and their profits from this source will 
be in proportion to the length of time their 
lands have been settled and improved. Hence

The Porr Committee was organized to 
run down and expose alleged political fraud 
and corruption. ‘They are succeeding better 
than most people expected they would, with 
the important difference that the fraud and 
corruption they are exposing are on the 
Democratic side of the house instead of the 
Republican side, as they intended. After the

publican Electors, Kerzoae and Burcu, who 
were running as Electors-at-Large, received 
over 77,000 votes each, while two of the 
other Republican Electors ran below 75,000, 
and the other four received between 75,000 
and 76,000. It was ascertained at the time 
that one Alam, a negro and member of 
the State Senate, had gone into certain 
parishes with tickets which he himself 
provided, containing only the names of 
KzLILo and Buncn, and representing to the 
negro voters that it was illegal to vote for 
more than two, as they were the Electors-at- 
Large. By this means some 2,000 voters 
were swindled out of voting for the entire 
Electoral ticket as they intended to do. Late 
in the day in some of the precincts the blacks 
learned of the swindle that was being prac- 
ticed on them, and began writing in the six 
omitted names or the name of the Elector 
from the district where they voted, and this 
accounts for the discrepancy between the 
votes for the other Electors. But the fraud 
was successfully carried out, and 2,000 Re- 
publican votes practically lost. At the time 
this was discovered, Alam claimed that he 
did the thing iguorantly and in good faith. 
His statement was regarded as very im 

ble at that time, but now Mr. Porrsr’s Sub- 
Committee has succeeded im proving by 
two witnesses that Alam was bribed by the 
Democrats to perpetrate this fraud, and that 
he received $2,000 for his scoundrelly work. 
The Louisiana Sub-Committee, as it turns 
out, is doing the country some service by 
establishing the bulldozers’ frauds of 1876 in 
behalf of Tu DN.

The appointment of N. K. Famnaxx, Esg., 
of this city, as the State Fish Commissioner, 
will undoubtedly be productive of excellent 
resulta. There has never yet been any ap- 
propriation for stocking the rivers and lakes 
of Illinois with fish, though our sister 
States, Michigan, Wisconsin, and Minnesota, 
have been expending small sums annually 
with the most gratifying results. In the ab- 
sence of an appropriation, Mr. Farmsans’s 
work will be necessarily contracted, but he 
himself takes so much interest in fish-culture 
that we do not doubt he will find means to 
do something for the State; he has already 
put several millions of fish of various kinds 
into Geneva Lake, where he has his summer 
residence, and will henceforth feel like 
giving Illinois the benefit of his individual 
efforts. A feature of next fall’s Exposition 
will be an extensive show of fish, including 
a hateh-house and the different stages and 
processes of growing fish. This will lend an 
interest to the subject not hitherto felt in 
this State, and the next Legislature will 
scarcely fail to make an appropriation, in the 
certainty that it will be judiciously and 
efficiently expended under Mr. Farmpanx’s 
practical and experienced management. 
Fish-culture yields large results in a shorter 
space of time than any other productive pur- 
suit, and, by beginning now, the State of 
Illinois, at an insignificant annual expendi- 
ture, can assure its people an abundance 
and infinite variety of fish for all time, and 
establish a prosperous industry that will pro- 
vide hundreds and thousands with an ex- 
cellent mode of earning a living.

and possessing equal purchasing power, and 
both being standards of financial measure- 
ment throughout the countries named, viz. : 
France, with 37 millions of inhabitants; 
United States of America, with 45 millions; 
Austria, with her new acquisitions, 39 mill- 
ions; Italy, 28 millions; Belgium, Switzer- 
land, and Greece, 10 millions; Holland, 4 
millions; Spain, 17 millions; Roumania, 4} 
millions; Colombia, Venezuela, Chili, Uru- 
guay, and Paraguay, 10 millions; total silver 
and gold countries, 192 millions, With the 
foregoing few exceptions of about 940 mill- 
ions-of people, embracing four-fifths of the 
world, the assertion of our evening neighbor 
is correct.

Sr. Louis, July 24.—Though everything has 
been quiet in Kast St. Louis to-day, the situa- 
tion continucs critical, and the time is ripe for a 
sanguinary riot if some Jegal action is not taken 
at once to settle the pending dispute. It does 
not now secm probable that a legal settlement 
can be arrived at, and peace is only preserved 
by the presence of the militia. Company A of 
the Belleville Guards are bivouacked on the 
open ground on the west side of the Market- 
House,. They have their rifies stacked anda 
couple of sentinels patrolling up and down. 

THE MAYOR 
has been busy in his office ali day preparing all- 
davits and a statement to the Governor of the 
occurrences yesterday. Meanwhile, both the 
Deputy Marshals and the Metropolitans are 
resting on their arms at their respective quar- 
ters, and the status quo is maintained. No ad- 


. mittance is granted to the Mayor’s office, which 


was so riddied with bullete yesterday, and the 
Publie Library is closed until to-morrow. When 
your correspondent arrived on the scene this 
morning the town presented the appearance of 
a besieged place which had just been invested 
by the assaulting party. Uniformed militia 

SENTINELS, ARMED WITII MUSKETS, 
were marching up and down in front of their 
bivouac, and squads of militiamen were gath- 
ered around discussing the situation. In front 
of Mayor Bowman’s police station about thirty 
Deputy Marshals were posted, and in frent of 
the opposing police station as many Metropoli- 
tan police were on guard, each party being on 
the sharp lookout for any hostile demonstration 
that might be made by the opposite faction. 
The feeling among the adhcrents of the respect- 
ive factions was bitter in the extreme. 

CONSERVATIVE CITIZENS, , 
however, said that it would take only the 
merest trifle to plunge the populace into a 
bloody riot, and strenuous efforts were made to 
maintain quiet. The soldiers did nothing dur- 
ing the day but occupy the camp-ground, the 
factions closely watched each other, and Mayor 
Bowman and Councilman Wider (leaders of the 
opposing factions) busied themselves in prepar- 
ing statements to present to the Governor in 
support of their respective claims, Wider claim- 
ing that the Suoreme Court had decided in favor 
of the legality of his police force, and asking that 
the Bowman police be dispersed, while Bow- 
man asserted that the Supreme Court had not 
so decided, and appealed to the Governor to 
disband tne Metropolitan force. Sheriff Web- 
ber was present during the entire day, the mili- 
tia acting under his orders. Mayor Bowman, at 
a late hour last nicht, made a partial state- 
ment, but to-day made : 

A FULL AND CORRECT STATEMENT, 
which is given here verbatim, and which was 
forwarded to the Governcr. He says: 

My knowledge of the shooting “on yesterday is 
about as follows: I wasinthe Market-House, in 
my office ap-spairs at the south corner of the build - 
ing. There were in my office at the time Squire 
Bunyan, Mr. C. Holt, J. M. Sullivan.

W hile we were discuseing the pending trouble with 
the Iilinois & St. Louis Railroad Company, we 
heard some revolver shots flrod down Main strect, 
below Broadway, and two of us looked out of the 
windows in tre office. I ordered two or three 
Deputy-Marshals from the station on the first floor 
to proceed to tae scene of the shooting and pre- 
serve the peace if they couic.

and seveéal more in rapid succession’ Most of us 
themvacated the room. The shots. all but one or 
two, had come in through the window next to my 
desk, where 1 had been sitting. Some of us in 
the office, to-wit, Hite, Sullivan. Kirk, and my- 
self, passed through the library on the same floor 
adjacent to the Mayor's office to reach the north- 
ern end of the building. While we were 
passing through the library, in full view 
of the second story of the Metropolitan police- 
station, and within easy reach, not over 
erguty yards from it, the large windows in the 
library ocing partially open, and noc being screcn- 
ed by the curtains, six more bullets were sent 
after us, which were buried in the books and walls 
of the library. From there we reached the City 
Court-room, and got ont of the northern end of 
tae building unexposed to the fire frem the eaginc- 
house. There had not been a shot fired from the 
Market-Liouse or near it when first the bullets came 
crashing through my office. IV ould have heard it 
if there had, in view of the demonstration that 
had just been made by Pat Wallace aud the re- 
volver shooting some five or ten minutes before 
upon Main street. The shooting from the engine- 
heuse continued for nearly au boar at intervals. 
AS MANY AS A HUNDRED suors OR MORB, 
I think, were fired. I had frequently 4 full view 
of the station, throuch opposite windows in the 
Market- House and from the windows in the (iy 
Court room, Where we tarried quite awhite. Tow- 
ever. I could, not recormize anyoody particularly 
at the windows shooting. The windows were 
bristling with the muzzles of muskota or rifles, an 
it appeared as if an occasional shot would come 
from the belfry.

NO REPLY 
was received to this telegram. It was rumored 
this afternoon that the Governor had started 
for the scene of disorder to make a personal in- 
vestigation, but the rumor proved to be incor- 
rect. Private telegrams from the State Capital 
state that the Governor will not interfere, and 
will do nothing beyond reiterating bis instruc- 
tions to the Sheriff of the county to maintain 
the peace, and, if necessary, to use the entire 
militfa of the county in so doing.

A SHOT. 

About 6 o’clock this afternoon the restless 
waves of excitement in East St. Louis were 
fearfully tossed for awhile. Gus Chapman, 
son of the Metropolitan who was wounded in 
the leg yesterday, was walking along the street 
in front of the Mavor’s office, when he was 
accosted by Tom Duffy, one of Bowman’s Dep- 
uties, who accused bin of shooting at 
him yesterday. Chapman acknowledged 
that he had shot at the crowd, 
whereupon Daffy struck him with his fist. 
Chapman then ran away in the direction of the 
Metropolitan Station, passing by 

JOHN SULLIVAN, A BUTCHER, 
and a strong Bowmanite, who drew his pistol 
and fired at him, taking deliberate aim. The 
ball whizzed harmlessly down the street, and 
Chapman succeeded in reaching the police sta- 
tion, where he found  orotection. In 
an instant after the shot was fired, Bow- 
man’s Marshals, a crowd of whom were standing 
on the street, were seen to reach for their pis- 
tdls, and the men at the windows of the station- 
house were seen to get their guns in position 
for action. Intense exditement prevailed on 
both sides for some time, and another battle 
was doubtless prevented by the presence of the 
Sheriff and the Belleville Guards, who are sta- 
tioned in the Market-House, near the head- 
quarters of the Deputy Marshal. 

ROWS.

SARATOGA,

New York, July 24.—A une dispatch from 
Saratoga says: The railroal managers were

It 
was agreed by those present that higher rates 
from the West were necessary, but. no steps of 
a conclusive character were taken to dring 
about the desired increase. It is said, 
however, that the result of the con- 
ference will be a recommendation to the 
Western roads to unite in order to advance 
their rates from Chicago to New York. The in- 
crease will probably take place in August, but 
there avpears to be nothing absolutely settied. 
The managers here hint tha: no changes are to 
be made at the present time in the percentages 
now allowed truok lines py the pool in west- 
bound freights, ‘and that they will not 
be changed until Trunk line Commissioner 
Fink returns from Europe. If the statistics 
show that the percentages:are excessive, there 
will be some modification. One important step 
taken to-day was a recommendation to the 
Western companies that what is called the 
*“‘eyening-up’’ system in the transportation of 
live-stock should be extended to St. Louis and 
the Southwest, for the present system is un- 
satisfactory in consequence of the large 
amount of monev waickh goes into the 
pockets of a few people without an 
adequate return of service. The subject of oil 
transportation was also takeu up. and some 
other matters were settled which were not dis- 
closed.

Smith, of Rockland,

HORRIBLE CANADIAN TRAGEDY. 
Special Diapateh to 1 Tribune. 

Jarvis, Ont., July 24.—A horrible double 
tragedy occurred early this morning near the 
Village of Reckford, tive miles west of this 
place, in the County ef Norfolk. George 
Smith, a farmer. and James Smith, his eldess 
son, 8 young man aboot 21 years of age, went 
from the house between d and 3 o'clock this 
morning to attend to their farm auties. They 
had been absent Dut a short time when the 
young man returned to the house and called on 
the rest of the family to get up. He then 
want to a bedroom occupied by bis two sisters, 
both young women, and attacked one 
with a wooden pump-handle which he brought 
in with him, cutting frightful gashes on her 
head and breaking her arm. He then struk the 
Other sister several blows, and she fell or threw 
herself on the floor, exclaiming that he had 
Killed her. Thinking he had done so, he turned 
bis attention to a young brother, who fled to the 
kitchen, and, getting possession of a pistol, 
held the murderer at bay, telling him he would 
shoot him if he came nearhim. James then 
left the house, and it was supposed he had 
fled, but ne has since deen found 
in the barn banging by the neck, dead. The 
old man was found behind the barn dead, with 
his skull smashed in. The inference is that he 
had been killed by his son before the attack was 
made on the rest of the family. His body had 
been dragged some distance towards a straw- 
stack, the murderer probably contemplating 
hiding the body or buraing it iu the straw- 
stack, but abandoned that intention. The girl 
first attacked is fatally tujured, ber skull bei 
broken and ber chest driven in. There hb 
been a quarrel about money which James had 
stolen from the old man on different occasions. 
He had stolen money to go to au Odd-Feliows’ 
excarsiou to-day, and his father had discovered 
this. The pump-handle had been sawn off by 
the murderer, who displayed great determina- 
tion to accomplish his diabolical purpose. 

An inquest was held this afteraoon on the 
bodies of George and James Smith, and «a 
verdict was returned in accordance with the 
foregoing facts, and that James Smith com- 
mitted suicide by hangivg. Further details of 
the borribie mutilation of the old man are sick- 
ening, and make the deplorable occurrence the 
worst in character that ever took place in this 
section of the country. James Smith was to 
have been married to-day.

A tes of the banks report rather more demand 
for money from country correspondents. Li comes 
mainly from the wheat aistricts. They report 
farmers very busy with their crops, and the money 
is wanted to carry them over for a few weeks till 
they can have time to market the prodacts of their 
farms. With very few exceptions, reports con- 
tinue favorable. The only anxiety now seems to 
be in regard to prices, for if they are reasonably 
remunerative the present ycar will add immensely 
to the solid capital of tne West. In almost auy 
event the Western States will be quite sure to sell 
much more than the value of what the people will 
consume, and hence the seaboard and foreign bal- 
ance of trade can scarcely fail to be largely in favor 
of the food-producing States. 

For the past few weeks currency dalances at the 
banks bave been slowly and steadily increasing. 
It has become so large that it would be ampie -for 
the fall trade: but just now several, perhaps most, 
of the banks are obliged to ship it to New York to 
keep up balances there to meet the drafts of their 
customers Our banks can better afford to do this 
than to pay interest, though in Wall street it ts at 
a very low figure. The fact is, millions of capital 
are lying idle, on the seaboard, here, and al@ost 
everywhere, for want of any opportunity . 
for it profitable employment. If hard-van nas 
been reached—and all the signs of the times ap- 
parently give assurance that it has—this state of 
inactivity cannot last many months longer. When 

- capitalists cannot increase the purchasing er, 
and hence theic wealth, by hoarding their money, 
they will seek some means to get a percentage « 
it by using it in some business. This fact or urin 
ciple is as well established as any other in the 
whole range ef politicai economy. 

There is no change whatever in discount and 
other rates at the banks. Good customers readily 
get all the money they want at 8@10 per cent, 6@ 
7 being often accepted for undoubted paper ia 
large parcels.

Wheat, corn, — darley absorbed the 
greater share of attention, the reports from various 
sections of the Northwest, as received by members 
of the Board of Trade, not being especially favor- 
able to the crops being garnered and those ripen- 
ing. Especially was this the case with wheat and 
barley, the majority of telegrams alluding to 
blight, and indicating quite strongly that the yield 
of these two cereals in Minnesota, Wisconsin, and 
lowa does not promise to ban out with former 
estimates. Whether these reports were thoroughly 
reliable or not is a question, as they were, DO 
doubt, sent and received by parties interested in 
the markets, bat at the same time they were not 
without effect on values here. The markets gen: 
erally closed firm. 

Dry goods remained without signs of activity, 
the demand as for days past being entirely of @ 
hand-to-mouth character. Groceries received a 
fair share of attention, jobbers reporting business 
as good as in former seasons at this time of year. 
In prices no changes were made. Sugars were 
easy and coffees were not specially firm, but there 
was no appreciable decline in either. Most other 
lines were quoted steady. Prices of butter were 
firmly held all arouna, while for choice and fancy 
grades an advance over last week's prices of 1@2c 
was asked. Cheese also was firm, especially choice 
grades, the supply of which continues to fall with- 
in very moderate limite. Dried fruits were dull, 
with but slight variation in values. Fish continue 
fairly active at very full figures. No change was 
developed in the oil market. Leather was in- 
active and easy. There was a fair demand for 
tobacco at previous prices. 

The cargo lumber market was fairly active, the 
small offerings selling early, but sellers, in order 
to close out, were obliged to make a reduction in 
prices. The retail dealers reported a small order 
business, ana no important change in prices. The 
seed market was quiet and nominal. The offerings 
of old seed were light, and new, though offered 
for future delivery, met with little inquiry. The 
wool dealers again reported a moderate business at 
recent prices. Hay, broom-corn, hides, and hops 
were unchanged. ‘The street was better stocked 
with poultry, which wae in fair request at a slight 
reduction from recent prices, except, perhaps, large 
spring chickens. Potatoes were in moderate re- 
quest. Green fruits were plenty and rather slow 
at slightly reduced prices. 

Lake freights were active and steady at 1%c for 
corn to Buffalo by call. Engagements were made 
for 30,000 bu wheat and 410, 000 bu corn. 

Through rates were quoted quiet and steady at 
6\%c for corn and 7e for wheat by lake and canal 
to New York. Lake and rail rates were de for 
corn to Boston and 7c for do to New York. 

Rail freights were quoted at 21e to Boston and 
100 to New York on grain, and 18c and Se to 
do on fourth class. Through rates to Liverpool by 
steam were 42@45c per 100 Be on grain, and 42 
@46%c per do on lard and provisions. The rate 
to Cork for orders was quoted at 47'44@48c.

In April las 
when the District bill first came up, he was pair 
on all questions with Mr. Brentano. who was ab- 
sent from Wasbington on a visit to — 9 Dur- 
ing this time a bill came up which he thinks was 
the District bill, although it may have deen 
some other. He went to Mr. Blackburn, 
of Kentucky, one ef the Committee which 
reported this bill (the same Committee 
also reporting the District bill), and that geatle- 
man told him that Mr; Brentano was in favor of it, 
Mr. Harrison is quite sure that this was the bill 
about which the Teas is being roused. After it 
had passed the House it went to the Senate, and 
was amended. Then it was sent to a Conference 
Committee. When this Committee reported, Mr. 
Harrison was not satisfied with the bill, and dia not 
vote. Whether he was absent from the House ut 
the time, or whether present and did not vote against 
the bill on account ef not wishing to antagonize 
the Committee, Mr. Harrison was unable to say. 
Wnen bills were reported by committees and 
did not like them, and had no time to read them, 
he always refrained from voting. 

In regard to the payment of the bond interest by 
the Government, = would say that some of the 
best lawyers in both Houses of Congress hold that 
the Government was liable for the interest. Con- 
gress had paid it in the past by an appropriation 
each year, and the adyance in the price of bonds 
was due simply to the fact that tne clause in the 
District bill made the interest payable by the Gov- 
ernment as soon as due, thereby giving their hold- 
ers assurance that the interest would be met 
promptly instead of its payment being dependent 
upon legislation, whieh was often tardy.

The stench of the Chieago River is stronger and more 
deadiy than ever this year. It is believed that the 
lives of many of the people killed by sunstroke 
there last week might fave been saved but for the 
deadly malaria of this stream, which permeates the 
most fashionable parts of the city, and renders the ho- 
tels almost unendurable while the temperature is high. 

Tue Curcaco Tune informs us that during the 
recent heated term a large number of St. Louis people 
fied to Chicago. No; they didn't go quite to Chicago. 
They started for that point, but they began to smell the 
Chicago River about a hundred miles this side and 
turned „ As between sunstroke and stinkstroke, 
they preferred the chances of the former to the cer- 
tainty of the laiter. 

Now, the fact is, that one day a reporter, being 
unable to catch his usual mess of trout in the Chi- 
cago River. wrote a paragraph complaining of the 
condition of that ordfmarily peliucid and drinkable 
stream, and this little outbreak on the part of a 
disappointed fisherman has been dreadfally 
magnified by the G.-J. It is well known that, 
wher the trains on the Alton Road laden with 
refugees from St. Logis swept around the curve on 
Archer avenue and crossed the South Branch, the 
passengers, looking out of the windows, burstinto 
exclamations of delight at the sight of the limpid. 
siivery stream which they were passing over—its 
surface beautified with pleasure boats, its banks 
lined with anglers. Asthey compared it with the 
muddy, undrinkable Mississippi, they felt all the 
more deeply the difference between the two cities, 
and understood more fully why the Chicagoan a- 
ways wears an air of calm, unconquerable superi- 
ority in the presence of the members of an inferior 
race—the St. Louisan. 

Still the grand patience and good nature of the 

ople of Chicago cannot be shaken by these petty 

ings. They have oecurred before. At the time 
of the exodus from Gomorrah it is probabie that 
the Gomorrah Democrat had paragraphs pitching 
into the good people of Zoar, and asserting that it 
was better to stay at home and be roasted than to 
go and oe poisoned ** by the deadly malaria of the 
Jordan.”

SUNDAY-SCHOOLS,. 
THE LAKE-BLUFF MEETING. 

The sun came down with rather an uncomforta- 
ble warmth yesterday morning upon the camp- 
meeting grounds, and for the first time in several 
days fans were found tb be useful as well as orda- 
mental. The attendance was about the same. In 
the afternoon the sky clouded, and a light bredze 
sprang up. 

The children’s service at 8:30 a. m. was render- 
ed interesting by an address by Mrs. V. J. Kent 
on History. At the same hour there was a 
Sunday-school teachers’ conference, the special 
subject being The Lesson Plan. 

The Rev. F. D. Heminway. of Garrett Biblical 
Institute, Evanston, conducted the Bible-read- 
ing at 10 o'clock. He talked about the questions 
that had so often been raised regarding the authen- 
ticity of the Bible. There was much also to be 
said aoon tne relations of preachers, teachers, and 
scholars. Between preachers and teachers there 
was not so much difference as was often supposed. 
They were all teachers in some degree, and were 
bound to know much of the Bible. it was, in fact, 
an imputation against any one not to know what 
the book contained. As the simple youth 
answered the  deridin boys, who asked 
him the age of the Devil, tnat they 
must keep their own family record, so every 
Christian was pound to keep his family record, and 
study the Bible for his own guidance and instruc- 
tion. Looking back to the first copy of the Old 
Testament printed in 1485 and of the New Testa- 
ment inted in 1544, they being still extant, it 
was plain that there had n no changes in the 
Bible during the last three or four centuries. He- 
fore that there were only written copies, which 
were more or less liable to mutilation, bat there 
was yet extant aversionof the New Testament 
written 200 years after the death of the Apostle 
Paul. There were about 1,400 copies of the Old 
Testament and 1,600 of the new, all virtually 
agreeing in their text. Other witnesses of 
the genuineness of the Scriptures were 
the quotations that had been made from them by 
profane writers. It was said that the New Testa- 
ment could be wholly made up from these quota- 
tions found in the writings of authors who lived 
during the first four centuries after Christ. The 
vital germ of the New Testament and of the five 
dirst books of Moses was the Gospel. And if thase 
were true, all were true. There was better proof 
of the genuiness of the words ascribed to Paul than 
there was to those of Shakspeare. The Bibie was 
the oldest book in the world. There were in 200 
different languages about 100,000,000 copies of 
the Bible in circulation. 

At 10 o'clock the Kev. K. F. Williams addressed 
the normal class on the Acts of the Apostles. 

The primary teachers’ hour, from 1:30 to 2:30, 
was occupied by Lucy J. Rider in speaxing upon 
** Preparation and Responsibility.“

The money invoived had been collected py 
the defendants, and was in bank awaiting the de- 
cision of the Court.

Tune possession of Cyprus cannot be disso- 
ciated from the pledges given by the Sultan and 
the responsibilities undertaken by this countrv. 
The Asiatic provinces cannot be rescued from 
misrule except by Western agency, and it will 
be necessary for English authority to be on the 
spot. Cyprus is, on the whole, the best station 
that could have been chosen for such a pur- 
pose. The Porte will now be expected to de- 
velop the vast natural resources of its Asiatic 
Empire, or, at least, to let that task be done by 
others. The country must now be opened up 
by roads, and, perhaps, by railways. Some- 
thing more will doubtless be heard of the 
scheme to construct a railway through the 
Euphrates or the Tigris Valley,—a proposition 
which a select committee of the House of 
Commons investigated in 1872, and to which it 
pone gd 1 assent. A many facts 
and opinions may then be culled from the evi- 
dence of the witnesses against as well as for the 
project. To construct a line through more than 
900 miles of thinly-populated and sometimes 
desert country would certainly be a bold enter- 
prise. But, if the Government should think 
that such a railway is necessary to insure the 
safety of our communication with India. the 
starting-point would in any case be commanded 
by Cyprus. That island will, in fact, be an ad- 
mirable naval station, whether for the purpose 
of protecting the Suez Canal, securing a second 
road to India, orgiving this country the requisite 
authority in its relations with the Porte. 


THIRD-TERM. 


Ex-Secretary Fish Gossips on the Question, 
and Says Grant Does Not Desire a Renomi- 
nation. 

Correspondence New York Herald. 

Lone Brancu, N. J., July 20.—Straying down 
from Long Branch to Spring Lake, and thence 
to Sea Girt, I had the good fortune of meeting 
Mr. Hamilton Fish. I asked Mr. Fish what he 
thought of the attempt to set up Gen. Grant’s 
possible renomination for a third term as a 


great bogy. 

“I feel certain,” Mr. Fish replied, “ that 
Gen. Grant does not desire a renomiuation, and 
that neither he nor any of his friends have done 
anything to start this discussion. I do not be- 
lieve that any of his friends had anything to do 
with bringing forward this idea, although, no 
doubt, thousands of his friends throughout the 
country desire to see him re-elected President.” 

“Tg not Gen. Dodge, of Iowa, who started 
the matter by his letter, a friend of Gen. 
Grant?”’ 

I he ia the Gen. Dodge I know.” Mr. Fish 
laughingly returned, “I sat with him in Con- 
gress under the rresidency of Pierce, and always 
knew him as a Democrat. But it seems as if 
the Democrats and disaffected Repubiicans are 
the only ones who are trying to make Grant the 
Republican candidate, and, H they persist, they 
may make him President, for their bitter out- 
ery against him now, before he or any of his 
friends have even thought of such a thing, must 
force him upon public notice.“ 

“You really believe that Gen. Grant, in his 
own heart, does not another term of 
office, Mr. Fish!“ 

I do, most sincerely, Gen. Grant [this was 
said ina rather enthusiastic tone for so reserv- 
ed a man as Mr. Fish} is the most simple, unas- 
suming, the most unselfish man I have known 
all my life. 1 know—nobody could know it bet- 
ter, for to no one did he speak on the subject 
more unreservedly and intimately—that, when 
Grant’s second nomination was broached, he 
did not desire it. He wanted to go back to St. 
Louis, oa Ir sag A He was as ReGen) to it 
as that!’ r. snapped finger. 

It Grant does not desire a third term, why 
did he not decline it at the endof his second? 
Why could he never be brought to say that he 
would not be a third-term candidate?’ 

because the agitation was started before the 
nomination had been offered to Gen. Grant. The 
newspapers and the men who started the move- 
ment wanted to drive Grant into declaring that 
he would never accept what had never been 
offered to him, and Gen. Grant is net a man to 
be driven into anything. He would not be driv- 
en,—that was all. Hedid not desire his thira 
nomination, as be did not wish his second.“ 

“What do you think, then, of the fear which 
has been expressed that Grant will make him- 
self King, and set up an American monarchy, if 
elected tor a third term?”’ 

Mr. Fish laughed heartily. Grant a King!” 
he exclaimed,— a monarchy in tuis country? 
Pshaw! It is not worth talking about. Grant, 
the simplest, tue plainest man for a really 
strong man—and no one can deny he is a stron 
man—I have ever known in all my life! Why, I 
am in constant correspondence with Gen. Grant, 
and ouly a few weeks ago I received a letter 
from him in which he tells me how much more 
be is enjoying the latter part of his trip, in 
which he has not been delayed so much with an- 
swering speeches in non-English speaking coun- 
tries. I know, from all his letters, that be has 
never taken these attentions in any other light 
than as a compliment to his country. He knows 
that they are meant not so much for himself as 
for the country he represents.“ After a pause, 
and in answer toa remark of your correspond- 
ent, Mr. Fish said, Grant is no fool, and he 
who takes him for one makes a sad mistake.“ 

»Do you think that the third-term principle 
is a dangerous one!“ 

„Well, all | can say about that.“ Mr. Fish very 
quietly replied, is, that, if the people want a 
man for a third term, they will have him,—thbat’s 
all. There is no prohibition in the Constitution 
which preventsit. It is often said that all our 
great Presidents were satisfied with two terms; 
but look at it. Our first five Presidents all left 
their second term of office as old men. They 
were all about 67 or 68 years old, or thereabouts, 
when they went out of oflice. Ai that age a 
man’s ambition is satisfied. Moreover, they 
all had been actors in our Revolu- 
tiary War, and had deen so lon 
before the conntry that they might wel 
have thought the country had had enouch 
of them by that time. Take Monroe, for in- 
stance; he was a Captain in the Revolutionary 

War, I think, aod when he left office he nad 
been before the country nearly fifty years,— 
a perid of time sufficient to satisfy any ambi- 
tion. No President was ever elected at so 
young an age as Gen. Grant.“ 

„Do you think, then, that, if our first five 
Presidents had been much younger men, they 
would have been elected for a third term?“ 

‘* Possibly some of them might,—with the ex- 
ception of Gen. Washington, who, I believ 
would not have aceppted it. He never show 
any signs of ambition.” 

“Do vou think it probable that Gen. Grant 
will be the Republican candidate, although he 
may not desire it!“ 

““[ don’t,—for the reason that ne man has 
ever been nominated President whose nomina- 
tion has been talked of three years before.“ 
Mr. Fish then. with great wealth of historical 
iilustration, pointed at the various contests for 
the Presidential! nomination in which invariabiy 
some new, almost unheard of compromise can- 
didate was finaliy taken, and particularly at the 
nomination of Polk, Taylor, and Pierce.
